Manuscripts. The languages of publication are English, French, and German. Manu- 
scripts should be type-written first copies with a wide margin and double space between 
the lines. Please use one side of the paper only. The first page should have ample space 
at the top around the title. All pages are to be numbered consecutively. Titles should be 
as short as possible; authors are requested to provide an abbreviated title not exceeding 
40 characters including spaces, to be printed at the top of each page. Footnotes, refer- 
ences, tables, and illustrations should be presented on separate sheets. A summary not 
exceeding 200 words should be provided. 


References. Quotations in the text should be included within double quotes. References 
should be given by the name of the author, followed by the year of publication and the 
page- or section-number in brackets. For example: 

‘As Sapir has already noted (1921: 39)...’ 

*... the well-known maxim “All grammars leak” (Sapir 1921: 39)’.

Footnotes. References should not be given in footnotes, but only in a reference-list. 
Footnotes should be reduced to a minimum. They should be typed with double space on 
separate sheets, and numbered consecutively. 


Illustrations. Drawings, trees and other illustrations must be reproducible originals on 
separate sheets, drawn in India ink in large size and carefully lettered. All figures must 
have an Arabic number and a caption. Indicate in margin of typescript where figures 
should be inserted. Authors are requested to limit the number of trees as much as 
possible. For illustrations to be redrawn by the publisher, authors will be charged. 


Tables. Tables must be typed on separate sheets. Tables must have an Arabic number 
and a title. In the text they are referred to as: In tables 1 and 2 (no capitals); their

of the language discussed should be underlined (italic) ; phonetic representations (narrow 
transcription’) should be included in square brackets: [...]; phonemic representations

Correction. Authors are requested to check their manuscripts most carefully as later 
corrections in the proof stage are expensive.
